Shinwell Warns 
'Harder Tiding' 
Due From Korea 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—UP)—Defense 
Minister Emanuel Shinwell dealar- 
ed in the House of Commons today 
that "there is no thought in our 
minds or in that of the American 
authorities of withdrawal from 
Korea." 
He said there may be "still hard- 
er tidings" from the critical front, 
however. "No one knows what the 
outcome will be. It would be fool- 
ish to underestimate the siae or 
determination of the Chinese inter- 
vention."Face Big Enemy. 
He told the House UN forces al- 


ready 
face 270,000 Red Chinese 
soldiers, with 500,000 more in re- 
serve. 
He paid tribute to "the gallantry 
with which our Allies—particularly 
the U. S. soldiers, the main bearers 
of the burden—are fighting this 
desperate and unequal battle, and 
added: 
"The Government are fully aware 


of the anxiety which must be felt 
by the relatives of those serving in 
Korea and indeed by the whole 
country. We share their anxiety."

He said peace 
is being served rather than en- 
dangered by the Communist ad- 
vances in Korea. 


Vishinsky flatly rejected an ap- 


peal by Farls El Khoury of Syria 
that he drop his opposition and 
let the committee eet on with Its 
debate on the China-Korea issue. 
El Khoury had appealed that the

RepublicansDelay 
New Demand For 
Acheson Ouster 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 
7.—UP)— 


Republican Senate leaders decided 
today to let all GOP senators pass 
upon a formal request "for the res- 
ignation or replacement of Secre- 
tary of State Acheson." 
Senator Taft (R-Ohlo), chairman, 
told reporters this was the decision 
of the Senate GOP policy commit- 
tee.Taft said the 11-member 
policy 
committee, after an hour and a half 
closed-door session, took no direct 
action itself. 
Instead it agreed to call a con- 


ference of all 43 Republican Sen- 
ators early next. week, probably 
Tuesday, for a discussion of the 
oust- Acheson move as well as the 
broader subject of foreign and mil- 
itary policies. 
Even if the Republican senators 
agreed to back the demand, there 
is no assurance it would be met. 
President Truman has said repeat- 
edly he has no intention of letting 
Acheson go. 
The cabinet member's 
removal 
has long been a target of Individu 
al Republican senators. 
Recent setbacks by United Na- 
tions forces in Korea have provided 
them with fresh ammunition. 
Senator Ives (R-NY) now 
has 
brought to a head the question of 
whether Senate Republicans, as a 
party, should formally serve Pres- 
ident Truman with a demand for 
Acheson's discharge.

one poked his head into the tent 
from the icy darkness and an- 
nounced "They're coming in."

Cut off and chopped up by hordes 


of Chinese for ten days, the Ma- 


rines had fought through all the 
way from Yudam on the northwest 
of Changjin reservoir to Koto, a 
distance of 22 road miles. 
At Hagaru they linked up with 


other Marine elements as well as 
some soldiers from the U. S. Sev- 
enth division who were hard hit 
on the other side of the lake. 


At daybreak Wednesday the for- 
ces began to assume battle forma- 
tion and shortly afterwards start- 
ed to file out of Hagaru. They Im- 
mediately ran into their first hea- 
vily defended enemy position. 
For the next 12 hours it was' a 
question of smashing one enemy 
stumbling block after another. All 
of the fighting was carried on in 
aero weather and much of it during 
a snow storm. 


Meet Stiff Resistance. 
By mldmorning most of the front 


part of the column had reached 
Koto. 
Officers said the other sec- 


tions of the column were meeting 
stiff resistance. 
Col. Homer L. Litzenberg 
of 


Washington, D. C., commanding of- 
ficer of the Seventh regiment of 
the First Marine division, said, "We 
had a rough night of it, I can tell 
you that."

A West German representative said 
today at least 62,792 German war 
prisoners "are known to be still 
alive in Soviet captivity." 


The representative, Georg Fed- 
erar, reported this "minimum fig- 
ure" as a United Nations commit- 
tee prepared to take up a joint U.S. 
British-Australian demand for UN 
action to shed light on the fate 
of thousands of German and Jap- 
anese prisoners taken by the Rus- 
sians. 


Soviets Object 
The demand, placed on the agen- 
da of the General Assembly's So- 
cial and Humanitarian committee 
over vigorous Soviet objections, is 
expected to be debated by the com- 
mittee today or Friday. 
Federar, secretary of a four-man 


West German delegation which will 
sit in on the debate, said in an in- 
terview that the 62,792 figure was 
obtained in a cansus carried out 
among West Germans and West 
Berliners by the Bonn government 
earlier this year.

does not represent all losses up to 
that time.

Killed in action 5,038.' 
Wounded 22,337, of whom 573 la- 
ter died of wounds. This means 
there actually have been a total of 
5,616

TOKYO, Dec. 7.—UP)— Allied for-

1829, that a locomotive first turn- 
ed a wheel by steam on a com- 
mercial railroad in America. 


This week, without and fanfare, 
the first Erie railroad Diesel ar- 
rived at Honesdale. 
The Hones- 
dale branch of the Erie, extend- 
ino1 from Honesdale to Lackawax- 
en, Is the last section of the Erie 
to be converted' from steam 
to 
Diesel electric motive power. 


The 
first 
steam 
locomotive— 
named the Stourbridge Lion—was 
piloted by Haratio Allen, a civil 
engineer on the Delaware 
and 
Hudson Canal Co. system. 
At 


the 
throttle 
of the 
Diesel 1H1 
years later was R. H. Boykln, 
chief of the Wyoming and Jeffer- 
son divisions of the Krie. 
The locomotive which made that 
famous run in 1829 was dubbed 
"The 
Stourbridge Lion'1 because 
It came from Stourbridge, Eng., 
and because a lion was painted 
on Its boiler. It was brought to 
this countrv in a sailing vessel. 
The "Lion" is housed in the 
Smithsonian 
Institute 
at Wash- 
ington. 
A replica .is on display 
In a building owned bv the Wayne 
County Historical building.

So—the government's cost of liv- 
ing index reached an all-time high 
on Oct. 15. However, that's not 
the worst of it—food prices, in 
most instances have continued to 
increase 
since that time. 
A check made of 32 Items as 


priced Nov. 30, about a month 
and a half after the all-time high 
was reached, showed 20 of 
the 
Items were up, seven were down 
and five remained the same. 
Figures Compared. 
The 
articles 
were 
compared 


from 
advertisements of Oct. 19 
and 
Nov. 30. 
Chain and 
Inde- 
pendent store advertisements were 
checked and each item was check- 
ed against the same article. 
In other words, 
the 
item 
in 
question was checked against ex- 
actly the same grade and weight 
and in the same store's advertise- 
ment in the two issues of the pa- 
per.In the neven food stuffs which 
showed a drop in price, four were 
pork products. 
The biggest drop 
was eight cents in a particular 
brand of bacon. 
Another brand 


of bacon dropped but two cents. 
Pork chops were down four cents. 
Potatoes were down four cents, 


fryers down two cents, and coffee 
was down three cents. 
Eggs Skyrocketed. 


Most increases were for one or 
two cents, but eggs took a 20-cent 
jump from 57 to 77 cents 
per 
dozen. 
Sugar went up six cents, 


and round steak jumped from 89c 
to $1.03, and once during the per- 
iod was up to $1.09. 
Items 
which 
remained 
the 
same included cuts of beef, smok- 
ed picnics and one kind of fish. 


Increases 
were noted in both 
canned and bottled goods, with 
peaches lumping two cents, and 
catsup increasing four cents. 
Even yellow onions jumped

HISTORY IN THE SOIL 


In building a 450-mile 


pipeline through New Mexi- 
co and Arizona, the El Paso 
Natural Gas Company made 
an unusual addition to the 
labor force for the operation 
A.group of scientists was at- 
tached

crews, to watch for archaeo- 
logical discoveries 
and 
to 


save them from casual de- 
struction. 


The job of these scientists 


has been to excavate ruins 
of ancient buildings and re- 
move all significant artifacts 
from them, and dig up skele- 
tons and other evidences of 
earlier habitation discovered 
along the route of the trench, 
before these could be ruined 
by the trenching machines. 
Also they have examined the 
pipeline trench after it was 
dug, for any other interest- 
ing discoveries which might 
be made.

of an excavating project is 
so rare.

Trend Irregular

Price trends In retail foods were 
4 irregular this week. Pork items 
r and broiling and frying chickens 
were lower In most places, along 
with several fruits and veget- 
ables, while beef cuts and eggs 
turned higher. 


Many foods were edging 
up- 
ward at the wholesale level and 
the mark-ups appeared likely in 
•tores In the next few weeks. 


Index at Peak. 
The Dun & Bradstreet whole- 
Male food inde.. made Its sharpest 
jump this week since late August, 
rising 10 cents to $6.77—highest In 
more than two years. 
The index 
represents the total wholesale cost 
of a pound »ach of 31 foods in 
general use. 


Several cuts of pork eased two 
to six cents a pound In competi- 
tive stores across the nation a? 
supplies continued liberal. Small 
chickens were unchanged to about 
four cents a pound lower. The 
upward 
changes In 
beef 
items 
were restricted to a few cents a 
pound In most cases. 
But ad- 
vances in top grade eggs ranged 
as high as eight cents a dozen 
with demand reported to be unu- 
. sually good.

in the rubber-bearing shrub. 


Senator Lyndon B. Johnson of 


Austin and Johnson City, as head 
of the new senate preparedness 
committee, recently urged imme- 
diate revival of thn p-uayule pro- 
gram. 


Requires Seven Years. 
Guayule, pronounced "Y-oo-lee," 
is a hip-high shrub that grows 
wild in arid sections of the South- 
west. 
At about 
seven 
years' 


growth it contains about 
the 
maximum amount of latex it will 
bear; it can be utilized on a prac- 
tical basis only by pulling up the 
entire plant and processing 
it 


through crushing machines. New 
plants must be put out continual- 
ly to bring a sustained yield. 


The white man long ago found 
that Indian boys and girls were 
bouncing rubber balls made from 
the guayule latex. 
In the early 
1930s an army commission, head- 
ed by Gen, Dwlght D. Eisenhow- 
er, then a junior officer, inspect- 
ed the 
native plants 
growing 
around Marfa and other parts of 
extreme Western Texas. The com- 
mission recommended that 400,000 
acres be cultivated in the crop as 
a domestic rubber supply In em- 
ergencies.

Navano County Winter Cover Crop 


Navarro county's 
huge winter 
cover crop faces a possible total 
loss unless rain comes within the 
next few days, agriculturalists re- 
ported Thursday. 


This means that some 60,000 acres 


oi vetch, peas and rye grass—and 
their soil building ability—may have 
to be plowed up or re-seeded for 
pasture. 


"It looks1 pretty bad," said Coun- 


tv Agent Harold Franke. "A good 
bit of the seed that hasn't germ- 
inated may do all right if it rains." 


Agriculturists estimate that the 
legume-grass 
crop 
seeded 
early 


this fall already has suffered a 50 
per cent loss. 


Because of the drouth, cold winds 


and sub-freezing temperatures, a 
good series of rains 
at present 


couldn't prevent a delay in next 
spring's farm operations, it was 
explained. 


Farmers have been flooding the 


Production and Marketing Admin- 
istration office with requests for 


information on what steps to take. 


Under PMA rules, the farmer 


who was assisted in his winter 
cover crop program must maintain 
the crop, plowing it under or har- 
vesting it next spring. Several far- 
mers, however, are reported want- 
ing to plow the soil now. 
A meeting of the 
state PMA 


committee will be held at College 
Station December 18, to consider 
this problem. 
Some agricultural 
leaders believe 
this group 
will 


give the go-ahead, if necessary, 
for farmers to plow the fields. 


"Unless rain comes in the next 


ten or 15 days," declared PMA 
Secretary Bob Clicque, "seed that 
hasn't come up will die." 


A big portion of the county's win- 


ter crop has not germinated, but 
farmers are optimistic, believing 
it will do so with rain and warmer 
weather. Much of the crop already 
up has been destroyed. 


The weatherman's outlook dark- 


ins further the farm picture. No 
precipitation is in immediate sight.

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SEOUL—#P>— One of the last 
Americans to leave Red Pyong- 
yang had to fight back an Impulse 
to burn down the city hall. 


He is Col. Charles R. Munske 


of Brooklyn, military governor oi 
the North Korean capital. He had 
spent six weeks organizing a new 
civic government 
for Pongyang 
and restoring the transport sys- 
tem and water and power supply. 
Then in a few hours last Sun- 
day the colonel 
rather 
ruefully 


saw the fruits of his six weeks of 
hard work go up in smoke and 
debris as American demolition en- 
gineers blew up the repaired bridg- 
es and power stations. 


But Munske was in full accord 
with the American army policy of 
leaving nothing behind that would 
be of help to the Chinese Reds. 
"When I went into my office In 
the city hall for the last time to 
burn my papers," he said, "I felt 
like turning over the stove and 
burning down the building. But I 
didn't have the heart to do it." 
That was Monday morning. The 
city appeared empty of all allied 
military personnel except for Brit- 
,ish rear guard troops and the 20 
members of his own Eighth army 
civil assistance team. 


"There was no rioting or loot- 
ing—everything was peaceful," the 
colonel said. "I had kept 1,000 city 
policemen behind to keep order, 
but then I decided It was time to 
let them make their own escape. 
I gave them the word and thev 
marched south across the bridge. 
I hope the South Koreans will take 
them into their army. They were 
good loyal men." 


One of his chief regrets about 
the evacuation was that he had 


to leave behind In the city jail about 
800 North Koreans being held for 
political crimes. 
"The turnkey had run off with 


the key," Munske said, "and we 
had to leave them there to be freed 
b Reds when they come In. Bui 
before that we had taken 38 oi 
the prisoners and sent them south 
by rail. They were the worst of 
the lot—men we were holding for 
trial as war criminals. They will 
still have to face justice!" 
«Munske and his detachment left 
Pyongyang 
Monday afternoon In 


eight vehicles. They reached here 
late Wednesday, half frozen after

Bad Instructional Practice! 
'Frustrated Females' Are Weakening 
School Systems, SMU Professor Says

A claim that 
"frustrated 
fe- 


males" are weakening school sys- 
tems was- voiced here 
Tuesday 


night by SMU Professor R. V. Al- 
len. 
He addressed the 
Navarro 


County Unit of the Texas State 
Teachers Asociation, which met at 
Navarro Junior College. 
Dr. Allen told a chilled crowd 


of some 75 educators that students 
are falling to learn the language 
arts—listening, speaking, reading— 
because of improper instructional 
practices 


Five-Point Key 
Listing a five-point "key" for in- 
structional improvement, the ele- 
mentary education expert indicated 
that school children are driven to 
cover vast, amounts of material, 
"whether they learn anything or 
not." 


The first step In the sequence 


of teaching the language arts, he 
declared, is recognition of the fact 
that a child must have experience 
to make words meaningful. Teach- 
ers deal with too many words that 
are meaningless to the student, he 
said. 


Secondly, 
he 
continued, 
the 


child must know how to listen- 
not .iust to the teacher, who Dr. 
Allen said, should "'shut up" once 
in a while and let the child talk 
and listen. 


Must Talk Realities 


Third, children must talk about 
things that are real to them, he 
said, because "speaking must come 
through understanding.'.' 


"A student can't read what he 
can't talk about," he continued in 
listing his fourth "key." He said 
"hours are- wasted daily in our 
school rooms, in'assigning children 
material .they can't read because 
they, don't know enough about It 
to talk about i't." 
. 
The profesor cited an example 


of a high' school physics text book 
which was found-to contain 15,000 
"new- words" which the young stu- 
dent was expected to learn. 


The fifth step outlined was "you 


can't expect a child to iiit on pa- 
per something he can't read. lie 
can write only what he can read." 
Dr. Allen contended that "cov- 


ering material is just temporary; 
the Important thing is the assimila- 
tion of material." 


When children 
fall down 
on 
their work, and encounter difflcul- 
tv in their language,'arts courses 
a teacher becomes frustrated, not 
realizing It Is her own fault—not 
the child's—said Dr. Allen. He In- 
dicated that these "frustrated fe- 
males" are teaching on an "arti- 
ficial plane" that proves meaning- 
less to children. 
This lack of concern for tho 


language arts and how they fit in- 
to the school program is weaken- 
ing the educational systems, he 
said. 
Dr. Allen said many students 
leave school because they "could- 
n't read material that was foreign 
to them." As a result, only slightly 
over 25 per cent of the elementary 
school graduates 
complete - high 


school; he said. 


"You find students in the eighth, 


ninth, tenth, eleventh and twelfth 
grades who can't read successfully 
because of the material you (teach- 
ers) selected for them to read." 


The elementary education pro- 
fesor urged the teachers to recog- 
nize this problem; 
he reminded 


them that it begins in the first 
grade.

Mrs. A. D. Ellis, program chair- 
man. 
Truman Newsome, president of 


the association, presided.

~" Perhaps most miraculous of all, 
grafted skin from other 
persons 


took root and spread on his own 
body. This kind of successful graft- 
ing, except in identical twins,

something new in medical history. 


The man is T. C. Gains, son of a 


rancher near Parker, Arlz.< who Is 
scheduled to make personal apepar- 
ances at the fourth clinical session 
of the A. M. A. this week. 


His recovery, and that of a few 


other burned people since, holds 
out promise of a new treatment in 
burns. Burns are one of the com- 
mon,

Drove Own Truck 


Gains contributed another near

But the National City Bank of 
New York has been taking a look 
at this and concludes that while 
the postwar growth of the corpor- 
ate giants has been great, many 
small and medium-sized business 
have p.-own even faster. 


"Small companies are growing 
into medium-sized ones, and me- 
dium-sized 
concerns 
into 
larger 
ones, as thoy have always done In 
American industrial history," the 
bank notes in Its December letter. 


"At the same time, tho prosper- 
ity of . most large companies is 
tied closely with that of tho many 
smaller one upon which they de- 
pend 
as 
suppliers, 
subcontract- 
ors and distributors." 


In Its study, the bank took 292 
companies which prior to 1945 is- 
sued no financial statements be- 
cause "they were relatively small 
or medium-sized and closely held." 
When they started issuing state- 
ments in 1945 none of the 292 had 
sales totalling more than $25 mil- 
lion, only 10 were In the $20-25 
million class, and 
the 
greatest 
number, 5,8 had 
less than $2.5 
million In sails each.

1945 but had grown to $2.7 billion 
In 1949, a gain of 50 per cent.

If this can be done safely with 


humans, it will make possible new 
kinds of chest operations and med- 
ical treatment of heart and lung 
diseases, the surgeon said. 


The machine is the latest of a 


dozen or more developed in the 
last 20 years. The hope for this 
one lies in its efficient steel "lung" 
and special new pump. It is com- 
pact, with all its parts contained 
In a glass cabinet only 30 Inches 
high, 16 inches wide and'lS inches 
deep. 


Await 'Dead' Patient 


Because of'the risk, it cannot be 


used now on a living person, Dr. 
Bailey said. Its first test probably 
will come when a patient dies dur- 
ing an operation, when his heart 
stops beating. 


This heart stoppage 
is 
called 
clinical death. A person might still 
be revived, if blood circulation Is 
restored 
quickly enough, 
before 


sensitive brain tissues are damag- 
ed. This critical time element for 
some people may be only two or 
three minutes, but there 'are rare 
cases of safe escape from death 
as long as eight minutes later. In 
these, surgeons squeezed or mas- 
saged the heart to start it ticking 
again. 


If heart massage or other means 


fail, then the heart machine can 
be tried, the surgeon said, "for 
there will be nothing to lose, and 
everything to gain." 


If the machine succeeds, then 


there will be far brighter hopes 
of realizing the 
dreams 
behind 


the many artificial heart experi- 
ments.

The machine might "be connected 
just to a vein and artery in the 
neck, refreshing and re-circulating 
the blood, but sending it through 
the body's own heart and lungs as 
well. 


The spare heart might also bring 


back people whose 
hearts 
have 


stopped, or who are dying of shock 
and a dangerous fall in blood pres- 
sure. 


The lung and heart of the new 


machine were adapted from Indi- 
vidual inventions. 


The lung is a steel cylinder, 28 


inches wide, 
transparent plastic 


tubes, attached to one or two veins, 
bring venous blood into Its top by 
gravity. The blood trickles in tiny 
droplets through a mosquito-like 
netting of stainless steel mesh, and 
takes up oxgen blowing up from 
below, 


Artificial Heart 


The artificial heart, no larger 


than the actual 
human 
heart, 


pumps the blood back thrugh an- 
ther tube cnnected t an artery. It 
takes in gulps of it, and squeezes 
It along In pulses, but with gen- 
tle pressure that avoids damage 
to fragile blood cells. The trans- 
parent plastic pump has no valves 
or gaskets that could contaminate 
the blood. The blood touches only 
the plastic walls and a surgical 
rubber liner covering the vobbllng 
shaft that pulses the bloorl through. 


An electric coil keeps the bloid 


warm, and a chemical prevents 
clotting. The pulse rate Is govern- 
ed by simple controls. The machine 
operates on ordinary current. It 
can pump up to eight iuarts of 
blood a minute, about double the 
volme needed by a person at rest.

"Farming is a big business now, 
and it takes long range planning," 
he declared In stressing eroo-d land- 
lord-tenant relations. 
Better Business 


. Explaining that prosperous agri- 
culture means better business for 
everyone, Moore told of 
various 


ways to bring about that prosperi- 
ty. Most important, he said, 
are 


higher yields per acre, something 
that comes from sound farm man- 
agement and soil-- building prac- 
tices. 


"We have erred in thinking ten- 


ancy is bad," said Moore, who re- 


ported that half of the land in Na- 
varro county is farmed by tenants. 


"But too many of these tenants 


must go on a farm with no assur- 
ance that they will be there next 
year—with no assurance of com- 
pensation for improvements," tho 
speaker continued.

"We are entering an era 
when 


emphasis is to be on 
production 


because we'll be destroying 10 to 
15 per cent of what we produce," 
Moore apparently referred to the 
undeclared war in Korea.
